In  basketball  his  speed  and  defensive  play 
helped  lead  the  Elon  boys  to  their  county  championship.   During  that  year 
he  set  a  new  scoring  record  in  a  single  game  of  twenty-eight  points  against 
Kebane.   He  was  a  star  shortstop  during  baseball  season  and  led  the  team  in 
stolen  bases.   During  his  second  year,  1946-1947,  he  was  a  member  and  star 
of  the  first  football  squad  ever  to  represent  Elon  High  on  the  gridiron. 
He  w..s  injured  in  the  first  game  of  the  season  but  came  back  later  to  star 
in  a  20-15  loss  to  Children's  Home,  state  champions  in  sixman  football  for 
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the  past  three  years. 

He  was  awarded  a  letter  and  a  trophy  voted  him  by  the  squad  for  the 
best  all  around  player  of  the  year. 

Basketball  season  rolled  around  and  J.  B.  was  deathly  sick  in  Rex 
Hospital  in  Raleigh.  Before  the  first  ball  game  he  was  unanimously  elected 
honorary  captain  for  the  year.  He  was  named  honorary  captain  of  this  year's 

baseball  team. 

Yes,  J.  B.  was  easily  one  of  the  greatest  all  around  athletes  fllon 
has  ever  known.  There  was  a  bright  future  ahead  for  James  Bunyon  Seymour 
before  his  death  on  December  13,  1946. 

To  him  "JB"  as  he  was  known,  we  proudly  dedicate  this  annual,  who 
served  his  sohool  in  a  way  that  made  us  all  proud  of  him. 

Yes,  gone  but  never  forgotten  in  the  hearts  of  Elon  studsnts  and 
spectators.

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FOOTBALL   SEASON 
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For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  school,  Slon  High  was  repre- 
sented on  the  gridiron  by  a  six-man  football  team.   The  squad,  according 
to  Coach  Diok  Staten,  had  the  second  best  team  in  the  state  on  paper.   The 
season  ended  with  a  reoord  of  four  wins  and  two  losses.
